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PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION OF Bostock. 
Yesterday morning Samuel Bostock was brought 
up befure B D. Smith, N. P ,on a warrant for the 
murderof J.T. Maloney. Justice Thomas Spen- 
cersat with-udge Smith in the case, and took 
down the evidencein short haod. <A gentleman 
by the name of Smi h, was appointed by the Court 
to ake down the testimony 

Sdlicitor Gencra! E. P. Howell, Wm. H ILulsey, 
loobrane & Clark, T. W.J. Hill, and W. A. Tig- 
ror, appeured for the prosecution; and Gen. L. J. 
Gartrell, for thedetence. 

Mr. Bost ck reclined on a couch in an adjoining 
room but having a fu.l view of the Courtand At- 
terncys. 

The first witness examined was George Haney. 
His testimony in bricf, was to the effect that he is 
a candy maker at Jaek’s, and that evening quit 
his work about haif past five o’cleck, and went 
straight tothe House of No, 1, on Broad street 
From there he turned back to Alabama street, 
and went down to Forsyth, and down Forsyth 
street to the crossing. He was crossing over to- 
wards the W. and A.R R track, when he saw the 
smoke and heard the report of a pistol. Lle stood 


- about one hundred and fifty yards from the par- 


ties, who were about four or five feet apart. He 
conld not tellthe interval between the first and 
subsequent reports. There were six or eight 
shots fired. The parties were standing close to- 
gether facing each cther and jumped back, flring 
almostas s00n as they jumped back. 

Thoms Shivers, a very intelligent lad, testifie’ 
that he had been a fireman on the State Road for 
three years. He was to be the fireman for Bos- 
tock when he got an engine, the ‘“‘Senator.’’ De- 
ceased was engineer on the “‘Grant.’”’ Defendant 
had been up the road the day before on the engine 
“Atlanta.” Bostock asked witness for the loan 
of & pistol, saying that he had toscttle a difficulty, 
and might or might not have to use it, and that he 
preferred a Derringer, as it made a better show. 
Witness stated that he had a pair of Derringers, 
wut had loaned them out. Bostock then took out 
@ pistol from his box, put it in his pocket and 
evont off. Maloncy came in about half-past five or 
quarter to six, and in about fifteen minutes came 
to the shop and asked when Bostock left. Wit- 
nsss replied, aboyt half an hour. Deceased then 
said that Bostock had promised to meet him there, 
and he was n’t there. Did not see a pistol on his 
person, but Maloney usually went armed. 
Witness and deceased then started down the rail- 
road, to the crossing at Whitehall street, the lat- 
ter having started for his room at the United 
States. Witness had passed the bridge about half 
way, when he met Mr. Adcock, and stopped to talk 
with him. Deceased went on. Bostock was at 
crossing, talking to some parties. When Malo~ 
acy bad got in six or eight steps of Bostock, de- 
fendant met him. After talking together, they 
‘Came downthe track, and passed witness and Ad- 
cock. Bostock was nearest the Engine House— 

Maloney on side nearest Granite Block. Witness 
saw the handle of a pistol in the right hand pock- 
et of defendant, his hand on it. Maloney’s hand 
was in his left pocket. Partics passed down be- 
tween sécond and third tracks of Macon and 
Western Railroad. Witness and Adcock follow- 
ed, but stood near State Road track.. Saw parties 
_Sstanding close together between the tracks. Said 
to Adcock, “Had’nt we better try to settle this ) 
difficulty ?”? Adcock replied, that they wouldn’t 
fight, but would compromise. Had been stand- 
ing there about three minutes, when firing com- 
menced. Could only see the fect of the parties. 
Heard no talking or. souffling’ Started as 
em as first pistol was fired. Some six or 
seven shots. were fired.. When he reached 
the spot, Bostock fired one shot; and was 
preparing to shoot again, when Adcock halloed to 
him to step. They were standing facing each 
-Other; Maloney with pistol in hand, by his side. 

Bostock sat down, and Maloney tumbled to the 

ground. About two minutes elapsed after the 
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Along and animated sion Was going on 
as we left, between counsel as to the 
the dying declarations of Maloney. There are, 
we learn, Only fifty or sixty witnesses to be ex- 
amined, and the case will probably be on hand 
for several days. “rie
